VICTORIA DISASTER, 


Long List of Identified Dead, 


Many Yet in the 


Water, 


HOW ACCIDENT HAPPENED. 


VOM .\TEI:R KESVVERS WORK- 
ING I XI>i:R THE DIRECTION ' 


OF PHYSICIANS. LIVES 


WERE SAVED. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


VICTORIA, B. C., May 27.—The most 


appalling accident that ever took place 
in this vicinity occurred about 7 o'clock 
yesterday evening when an electric car 
fell through the Point Ellice bridge into 
an arm of James bay. A sham battle at 
MacAuley Point was on the program yes- 
terday as part of the celebration of the 
queen's birthday, and nearly the whole 
of the population of the city had gone out 
to witness it. Victoria prolongs tbe cele- 
bration of the queen's birthday more 
than any of the older cities, and cele- 
brates it enthusiastically. The day was 
practically a holiday in the city. 


Haw It Happened. 


Those aboard the car which met disas- 


ter were on their way to tbe sham battle, 
So anxious were the people to get away 
that the cars leaving the city were crowd- 
ed to their utmost capacity, platforms 
and all. The conductor even had to order 
off a number who had climbed to the top 
of the fated car. The car ahead of the 
fated one passed over Point Ellice bridge 
safely, but when the other was about half 
way an ominous cracking told that some- 
thing was giving away, and soon the 
middle span, 150 feet long, swerved 
towards the gorge and plunged down 100 
feet. The tido waa high and the car was 
completely submerged when it struck. 
The people who stood on the platforms 
were in the best position to escape and 
those not injured by falling timbers suc- 
ceeded in saving themselves by catching 
hold of floating debris. 


Bon Is to the Rescue. 


Soon boats and rafts came from every 


direction and the work of resuing began 
immediately. 
The 
fire 
department 


assisted materially. 
Captain Grant's 


house and grounds were thrown open and 
the 
apparently 
lifeless bodies were 


brought there. 
The volunteers are act- 


ing under the direction of the majority of 
the medical men of Victoria, who quickly 
arrived and began the work of resuscitation 
In many cases their efibrts were crowned 
with success. Those who were restored 
had clothing and stimulants given them 
and they were conveyed home. 
There 


were some Victorans on tbe fatal oar but 
the majority were visitors. Identification 
is consequently difficult. Already there 
is a list of fifty-seven identified. 
There 


are others whose names have not been 
ascertained and many not yet recovered 
from the water.

SAN JOSE, May 27.—One of the most 


horrible murders in the annals of the state 
was reported here this morning. Its de- 
tails are horrifying in the extreme and it 
has caused more indignation and com- 
ment then any tragedy that has occurred 
in years. The prominence of the mur- 
dered people helps to make the indigna- 
tion great and general. Col. R. P. Mc- 
Glincy and wife, Mrs. James Dunham 
and daughter, James Wells, son of Mrs. 
McQIincy, Minnie Sohesler, a servant and 
James Briscoe, a servant, are the victims 
and were murdered at Campbell by James 
Dunham,a son-in-law, who has escaped. 


About midnight a neighbor named Page 


heard shots in the direction of Col. Mc- 
Qlincy's home. Immediately thereafter 
came the sound of galloping hoofs on the 
country road. .Hurriedly dressing Mr. 
Page proceeded to the home of Col. Mc- 
Olincy and was horrified to find the body 
of the colonel lying in an out house in a 
pool of blood. Entering the house he 
found the bodies of others who had been 
stabbed to death by the assasin, and the 
hired man and girl, who had been hacked 
to death with a hatchet. 


A Horrible Scene. 


Finding all beyond help Mr. Page noti- 


fied the authorities. One of the officers 
who returned to the city said the scene 
at McGlincy home was fearful and be- 
yond the powers of description. 
In the 


reception room was the body of James 
Wells, where evidently a terrible struggle 
had occurred between Wells and the 
murderer. Mr. Wells was shot two or 
three times. In a room adjoining no 
bodies were found, but the furniture was 
literally smashed the fragments showing 
a fearful struggle had happened. Adjoin- 
ing the dining room was the apartment 
occupied by Mrs. McQIincy. 
Her body 


was found there fearfully slashed to 
pieces with a hatchet. Blood was every- 
where and as in the room of Mr. Wells 
there was evidence of a terrible struggle. 


Spared His Child, 


The only being in the house who escap- 


ed was a baby, one month old, the child 
of the alleged murderer. 


Tbe last seen of Dunham was when 


riding rapidly towards San Jose on horse- 
back. 


Family troubles, it is said, caused the 


murder. 


Col. 
McQIincy was one of California's

Medical Examiner Brown Pronounces the 
Sensation Entirely Without Foundation, 


Some of tbe papers have started a sen- 


sation concerning the death of Frank 
Welch, who was suffocated in the Chesh- 
ire hotel when it was burned a few weeks 
ago. 
Welch rushed Into the burning 


building to save property and was over- 
come by smoke, as was published at the 
time. 


Now the sensationalists are telling 


under glaring head lines a great cock and 
bull story about an "irregular gash" hav . 
ing been found on tbe man's head. "A 
mystery surrounds the case," according 
to these dreamers, who are trying to dis- 
tort a casualty into a murder, and the 
authorities are called upon to act in the 
matter. 


It eo happens that in this state the 


authorities act in every case of violence 
or mysterious death without waiting to 
be called upon by the newspapers, and 
the death of Frank Welch was no excep- 
tion. It waa carefully investigated by 
Medical Examiner Brown of this city, 
who pronounces the sensational reports 
entirely without foundation. There waa 
no wound on the head or any other part 
of the body, and death was clearly due to 
suffocation,

General Abbott's Remarks. 


General Abbott began by saying that 


the program called for "remarks" from 


him, 
and therefore the company need not 


expect an address. I notice, he said, that 
you are all enjoying a cool evening on the 
Boor, but if you were up here on tbe stage 
yon wold find it pretty warm. The ladies 
have a faculty of keeping cool under all 
circumstances, for which reason I some- 
times wish I were a lady. I assure you I 
appreciate the courtesies extended to my- 
self and staff on tb is occasion, and I also 
desire to thank Mayor Hougkton for the 
"freedom of the city," and I will state 
right here that before we go home we are 
going to take considerable of that free- 
dom. 


I am not going to tell you ibout the 


Pytbian order, for you already know 
about it. If you have paid close attention 
to its workings you must acknowledge 
that it is a means of great good, and what 
it is doing in this city it is doing all over 
the United States and Canada. The or- 
ganization is one of benevolence, not 
charity,—in the usual sense of the term. 
It gives men a chance to look out lor 
themselves and their families in time of 
need, and the right hand of fellowship is 
extended to all worthy applicants who 
come. 


The order was founded but a short time 


ago, comparatively, but it numbers 500,000 
members today and is gaining nearly 100.- 
000 a year. So we have grown out of our 
infancy into an organization which we are 
not ashamed of. 


This part of our organization was started 


for a certain purpose. The purpose of the 
Uniformed Rank is to more closely unite 
the brothers who see 9t to join it, that 
they may become of service in the 
defense of the country, should occasion 
arise. This organization of the Uniformed 
Rank was started with the idea tbat in 
the event of war with some foreign 
nation^we shall have no more civil war— 
we should be in position to furnish a cer- 
tain lot of men who have some idea ot 
drill and discipline. We are not allowed 
to carry guns, but we can drill in tactics, 
and tti.i is the only body recognized by 
the United States government outside of 
the militia of the several states. 


But I see tbat many of you are perspir- 


ing. Now the best thing to stop perspira- 
tion is dancing. I am aware that many of 
you have come here to dinee, and so I 
will take no more of your time. I shall 
detail two members of my staff to rake 
the water out of my hair, and shall 
endeavor to "see you again." 


Exhibition Drill, 


The exhibition drill by Tunnel City 


division was one of the most interesting 
features of the evening. Movements un- 
der the revised United States army tactics 
were first given and the men showed that 
they had been carefully drilled. Each 
command was executed with precision. 
Afterwards a sword drill closely resem- 
bling the sabre drill by cavalry was given 
by the captain and tour men, and tbe 
third appearance of the company was in 
fancy and display movements. The diill" 
ing was admired by all present and called 
out frequent and hearty rounds of ap- 
plause.

He then introduced the last 
speaker, Col. Edwin Allen of the First 
Massachusetts regiment. 


Colonel Allen'M Remarks. 


There is very little I can say to interest 


you and I do not propose to occupy much 
of your time. I wish I could express the 
pleasure it has afforded me to be here to- 
night and witness the excellent work of 
Tunnel City division. When I was hon- 
ored with the command of the First regi- 
ment a few years ago the division, bad a 
membership of twenty and its 
future 


prospects were reported poor. Now the 
membership is about fifty and I find you 
all enthusiastic. I am also pleased to meet 
other members of the first regiment here, 
and visiting Sir Knights from out of the 
state.

TRIED FOR ARSON.

The case against Julia Bissonctto for 


arson was heard in court tbii morning. 
Laviyer Beer represented the common- 
wealth and Lawyer Couch appeared for 
th« defendant. 


The hearing occupied the entire morn- 


ing session. Testimony was taken from 
Sheriff Frink, A-s slant State Fire Inspec- 
tor Spencer of Holyoke, George B. Cloth- 
ier and F. F. Dowlin. The lire occurred 
March, 23 in the tenement, 5 Potter place 
owned by Boer and Dowlin and was ex- 
tinguished before it became serious. The 
most damaging piece of evidence in the 
possession 
of the commonwealth was 


the written confession of tbe defendant, 
made to Fire Marshall Whitcomb of Bos- 
ton. 


The following is a copy of the confes- 


sion which was read in court: 


I, Julia Besonnette, of North Adams, in 


the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts 


hereby make tbe following confession of 
my own free will and accord, without 
hope of reward or favor by reason of my 
so doing and having been duly warned 
that the same might be used against me 
in criminal prosecution, to wit:— 


On the evening of March 23, about 7 


o'clock, just prior to my leaving my house 
at No. 5 Potter Place, in North Adams, I 
turned over a lighted glass lamp and laid 
it on its side on the table in my parlor. 
Underneath the lamp v> a i a cloth spread 
and around it some books etc. I placed 
the lamp in this position, for the purpose 
of setting Ore to the premises but cannot 
explain why I should have done it. 


I have carefully read the foregoing 


statement and declare the sirne to be true.

A STARTLING DISCLOSURE. 


Two Daughters of Henry Brock of New 


York and Adams Arrested 


Among the prominent summer residents 


of North Beakshire are Henry Brock and 
family of New York, whose beautiful 
summer home, Buena Vista, on a hill 
overlooking the village of Adams, is one 
of the conspicuous landmarks of that vil- 
lage. Mr. Brock is president of Brock's 
Commercial agency and the family live in 
a style indicative of great wealth. It will 
therefore surprise people hereabouts to 
learn that two of Mr. Brock's daughters 
were arrested Tuesday in Xew York on 
the charge of grand larceny. The New 
York Sun contained a column-and-a-half 
account of the aftair, from which tbe fol- 
lowing paragraph is taken. 


"Twenty-four hours of detective work, 


in which the police, seemingly had little 
to do, after all, but keep their eyes open, 
ended Tuesday afternoon in the recovery 
of $3,000 worth of dresses and laces stolen 
from west side houses and the arrest of 
two daughters of President Henry Brock 
of Brock's Commercial agency on a charge 
of grand larceny. The girls are Ueorgi- 
anna Brock, twenty-one years old, and 
her little sister Florence, aged twelve. 
The child confessed her guilt of tbe charge 
made against her—stealing $1,040 worth of 
goods from a neighbor's house—and her 
elder sister inculpated berself to the ex- 
tent of acknowledging that she had 
assisted in sending the stolen goods from 
her home to the storage warehouse where 
they were finally recovered. Her intent 
had been, she said, to restore them to 
their owner. Late in tbe afternoon the 
sisters were admitted to bail, bonds being 
signed in the sum of $1,000 each."

They were practical forces, yet 
ire will pile over each other to get to the 
polls next November to vote for the man 
for president whose candidacy was fixed 
by the men of the caucuses months before, 
about which notone voter in fifteen cared 
orkmw. "What fools we mortals be,1' 
is the only reflection that comes to us, as 
»e contemplate the American citizens' 
toeglet t of the caucus. 


Th< other evening in Boston, George H. 


Lyrrmn, chairman of the Massachusetts 
BepuMican committee, spoke of the 
caucus at the legislative dinner, and 
spokv so true and well that we wish here 
to indorse his every word and place his 
viewt, before our readers. Mr. Lymau said: 


"Today in its practical application to 


the i;i eater part of all of our federal and 
state afl'airs tbe force of that noble 
«xprt -sion of American citizenship, of 
Amei ican independence, aa enunciated in 
the ii> st line of the preamble to the con- 
stitution of the United States, 'We the 
peopk-in caucus assembled.' Now if the 
caucus does not, represent the people they 
have themselves to blame for it if they 
ncglt t to attend the same.

"N > one pleases them. 
They do not 


even I/lease themselves. They are simply 
'agin the government, but a govern- 
ment just the same lor which they are 
responsible. Those who apparently have 
the moaetary interests at stake, and who 
judging by their worldly opportunities 
and advantages, should be the best equip- 
ped to deal with our social status a* a 
community, seem to me particularly neg- 
ligent in attending their primaries; aud 
it is t a that class I especially allude. 


" 1 have no tabulation here covering 


tbe state, nor does the evil exist so much 
in the towns as in the cities. 
As an ex- 


ample, however, let us refer to the mint 
her o f votes cast for governor in 1893 In 
Boston, as compared with the number of 
those attending the caucuses in March 17 
last, to choose delegates io the state con- 
vention to choose delegates-at-large to 
the national convention. 
The total re- 


publ.can vote cast ior governor in the 25 
wards of Boston, the capital city of the 
*tatt\ was 31,059, which we will assume 
was an average republican vote. 
Yet 


the \ ote polled at the caucus mentioned 
was Nut 2675, making an average attend- 
ance at the latter of C-3 5 per cent. By 
nec< '-sity these figures are inaccurate, but 
the., are not far astray.

CHAPTER III. 


Manufacturing in North and South 


Adams by Jan. 24,1861, begins to feel the 
tress of affairs and Harvey Arnold and 
Sylvander Johnson make a hurried trip to 
Washington to see just how the land lies 
n order to make calculations for the 
business future. They were shrewd and 
mterpriaing manufacturers, knew where 
bo touch the button for enlightenment on 
national affairs and the tme situation. It 
did not take them long to reach the truth, 
neither tarried long on the way home: 
•hey returned fully prepared to act, and 
ict both of them did like true patriots 
rom the firing on Sumter to the sui- 
render of General Lee. 


The days of interviewing public and 
>rominent men were not very old, but 
.he TRANSCRIPT editor secured his note 
book and pencil and repaired to the pri- 
vate office in the Union Print works, since 
then grown from a small to an immense 
establishment. He was welcomed by its 
head and in reply to his question as to 
what he thought was the prospect ahead 
or the nation was informed "that no one 
could tell except that matters were going 
,o be hot between the north and the south 
and that war was inevitable," Said Mr. 
Arnold: "I had no idea things had gone 
so far, and in our anxiety to keep oa in 
lusiness the south' has grossly deceived 
us. It has been getting ready for this 
break a long time, and has based a good 
deal of its expected triumph on our ha\ • 
ing been so long asleep to its conspiracy 
ihat if the north should prove to be grow- 
ing out of its domination, to break away 
from the Union and compel us in our 
weakness and non-preparation for war to 
let it go. I'm for fighting them to the 
last ditch if it takes my last cent, and 
Johnson is of the same opinion and de- 
termination. I am glad with your knowl- 
edge of myself and the Adams Democrats 
that you are at the helm of the TRANS- 
CRIPT. I know you will stand by war 
Democrats with the game strength that 
you support war Republicans, and that 
while you battle for the cause of freedom 
as you have already nobly done, that only 
the foreign and home enemies of the Union 
will get your pen and ink castigation." 


True to this hoped-for 
condition of 


things the manufacturers and people of 
the town of Adams stood shoulder to 
shoulder in the perilous times which fol- 
lowed, there were no party lines, and 
there has been a remarkable unanimity 
with them politically ever since. 


The Allen Guards of Pittsfleld had con- 


templated acting as escort for Lincoln at 
his inauguration and had made prepara- 
tions so to do, but Lincoln declined all 
such attentions on the part of the militia 
of the Northern states, Consequetly, they 
were in readiness to leave the county at 
Lincoln's first call for troops to defend the 
national capital. It was January 15 when 
at a meeting of the Oreylock Infantry, 
Lieutenant S. Rogers presided. It was 
then that Lieutenant Elisha Smart made 
a war speech to his comrades addressing 
them as sons of those Berkshire patriots 
who went up to the battle of Bennington 
in tow frocks and leather aprons and 
humbled the haughty Britons. On his 
motion, every comrade voted that he 
would go South and defend the Republic 
with the musket. 


It was February 7,1861, when a South- 


erner revealed a plot to capture Wash- 
ington and the capitol buildings to 
Senator Douglas, who at once notified 
General Scott, who hurried four artillery 
companies thither. At this time a flag 
with thirty-tour stars, the last one for free 
Kansas, had been hoisted on the capitol, 
preparations were nearly completed at 
Charleston to attack Fort Sumter and 
Lincoln had declared that "It will soon be 
determined whether there is power in 
this government for its maintenance." 


February 11, ISIil, Lincoln* made 
his 


farewell speech at Springfield, 111., and 
started for Washington. Many went trom 
the Adams villages and the county on an 
excursion to Albany to see him at the 
state capitol. 
Of his appearance the 


TRANSCRIPT said: 
"He is every inch a 


man, 
and if not an honest, film and fear- 


less one, the human face is no index. May 
God help him to stand firm in this hour, 
for the right, and he shall live forever in 
the hearts of men." 
The TRANSCRIPT of 


February 28 contained a graphic account 
of the journey of the Lincoln party to 
Philadelphia, of his sudden departure 
from that city by night for Washington, 
audits undoubted irostraticm of the de- 
signs of the slave power to assassinate 
him before he could be inaugurated as 
president. 


Northern Berkshire and the country 


had its first rude awakening by the s udden 
capture of Fort Sumter followed so closely 
by the call of Lincoln for 75,000 men 
to come forth from the states to protect 
"Washington. Two regiments went swiftly 
to the i'ront from Massachustts in which 
was the Allen Guards of Pittsfield. This 
call was soon followed for "100,000 more," 
in which the Johnson Greys of North 
Adams were attached to the famous tenth 
regiment. 


Looking back to this time of the cap- 


ture 01 Fort- Sumpter it was something 
humorous to remember how everyone 
wanted to do something to show his pat- 
riot ire, but hardly knew what, or how to 
do it. 
It was like' that shipwreck in 


which all fell on their knees and prayed, 
but one wild sinner who was at a loss what 
to do,snatched a hat and tried to take up a, 
collection. In Novth and South Adams 
when the thrilling news of the capture of 
Fort Sumter came to the ears of its citi- 
zens, patriotism took the form of throw- 
ing out the stars and stripes from mills 
dwellings and flag poles, and anyone 
without a flag, or the means to purchase 
one, didn't seem to be in it. 


But it took tho call for troops to wake 


the people up to definite action, and 
while the villages by private subscription 
an once raised about $10,000 to secure vol- 
unteers and to uniform them," the then 
big town assembled in town meeting 
and 
voted an additional 
$20,000 
to 


raise troops and aid the families of those 
enlisting- Camp Johnson waa opened on 


the southern site of the Arnold print; 
works, tents were erected, "Capt." Elisha' 
Smart (?) was tet about drilling recruits 
for Co. B, tenth regiment, and it was not 
long before the company was full, taking 
the name of its most generous patron, 
Sylvander Johnson, and was named the 
"Johnson Greys." 


About this time Colonel Ellsworth was 


shot by the rebels at Alexandria, Stephen 
A. Douglas died at Washington, Gen. 
Andrew Richmond suddenly deceased and 
was buried, Gen. Butler had declared as 
"Contraband of war" 'the slaves which 
sought his protection, and the federal and 
rebel troops were having frequent skir- 
mishes in the country outlying the Dis- 
trict of Columbia in Northern Virginia. 


This was followed by the general fitting 


in both villages of the Johnson Greys, 
who had elected Elisha Smart, a veteran 
of the Florida war against the Seminole 
Indians, as their captain. Their uniform 
and equipments including fatigvte suit.! 
was complete on June 13, and they de- 
parted for the encampment of the tepth 
rrgimont at Springfield the following Fri- 
day with 101 men rank and file. The 
Sabbath previous to their departure they 
marched from their camp to the Baptist 
church 
where llev. 
Miles Sanford 


preached a sermon from the text: "Now, 
therefore endure hardness as a good sol- 
dier of Jesus Christ." Soon after their 
departure for Springfield the tenth regi- 
ment was iu camp at Medford, and Hodges 
band was appointed the tenth regimental 
band and went to the front with it. About 
this time what was known as the great 
Thatcher comet appeared in the skies and 
was looked upon by many as of ominous 
portent and import. 


While the federal and rebel troops were 


arrayed to Virginia the one watching for 
the opportunity to invade Washington, 
and the otter seeking to prevent, neither 
force hadwuch knowledge ot and uo ex- 
perience in actual warfare, except per- 
haps a few older officers and men on both 
siaes who had served iu the Florida and 
Mexican wars. Thus both armies were 
made up of raw recruits in the main, and 
like two brawny country lads in their first 
light were over overweeuiogly confident 
that the one could whip the other out of 
sight at the first opportunity. The south- 
ern army, which had had the start of the 
northern in preparation and drill, yet 
lacked the education and the mechanical 
tact of the northern. And with its big 
backing behind it, the northern army, 
with the right on its side, was'ut much 
afraid. Both sections of the country in 
fact thought its side would win without 
much trouble. Matters stood thus when 
the battle of Bull Uun came on, a skirm- 
ish and a rout in which, both armies were 
battle-lrightened at one and the same 
time, and most luckily for the north, 
(though thought to be most unfortunate 
at the time,) the rebels discovered first 
that the federals had lost their heads, and 
worried them in the flank while they sped 
in ignominious rout of infantry, cavalry 
artillery, sutler wagons, congressmen, re- 
porters and spectators towards Washing- 
ton, but too much disorganized them- 
selves, and too thoroughly green to follow 
up the advantage tor capture, plunder 
and victory in tae Hirst real action of the 
war.

CROWSIXC OF THE CZAR AND CZARINA 


Imposing Ceremonies, Magnificent Sight* 


•nd Touching Scenes at the Cathe- 


dral of the AMumptton—Ameri- 


cana Who Were lament. 


Moscow, May 27.—Nicolas Alexan- 


drovitch wa» yesterday crowned em- 
peror of all the Russias with the most 
gorgeous ceremonies the world has 
ever seen. In the Cathedral of As- 
sumption the church was a blaze of 
gold and silver. The ornate richness 
of the cathedral, the splendor of the 
uniforms, the gleam of jewels, the as- 
sembled beauty of the empire, the glo- 
ries of thi vestments, the magnificent 
singing, a ad the clouds of incense bear- 
ing heavenward the many prayers, in- 
delibly impressed the minds of those 
present tliat they were witnessing the 
most splendid of worldly functions. 
The throrjc-s of the czar and czarina 
were in the center of the church. The 
czar's throne was the ancient throae 
of Michael Feodorowitch. It was cov- 
ered with purplo velvet and set with 
rubies and ti'rquoises. The back was 
of gold. That of the czarina was the 
ftimoiis i\ory throne, 


American Kepresent»tiTO9 Present. 
The must g-orgermsh attired of all 


tho*.e present was the shakur of Gondal 
and his wife, the maharonse of Gon- 
dal, 
who wore Indian costumes of 


green ard red silk splaagled with 
penis and j^old and silver ornaments. 
They prt rented a scene of barbaric 
magnificence such as vtesterneyes have 
seldom si'en. 
At 8 o'clock the royal 


doors in t he icohostas were opened and 
the metropolitans emerged. The en- 
trance vias lined with bishops and 
priests. 
\s the procession moved a 


choir of bass voices and a single high 
soprano ipgnn singing a Te Deum. 
The cathedral was filled at 8:50 o'clock. | 
AU tin- diplomats and their wives wero 
present, < \cept the Turkish ambassa- 
dor, who being a Moslem, was not per- 
mitted bv the tenets of his faith to 
enter 
a 
Christian 
church. 
The 


lion. Clifton 
E. Breckenridge, the 


American minister, wore a full court 
s\iit. Gen. McCook, special representa- 
tive of th" American government, and 
Admiral Selfridge were in tha full 
dress unilorm of their rank. 


ArrlvHl of the Cxar and Czarina. 


At 9:10 o'clock loud shouts were 


heard omiside the kremlin and a band 
began to play the national anthem. 
This announced the approach of the 
mother of the czar. A long line of 
gentlemen of the chamber preceded 
the metropolitans and priests and es- 
corted hei to the throne. She wore •> 
court dreis, over which was an ermine 
robe, and on her head was a diamond 
crow n. 
The metroplitans then ap- 


proached the southern door and blessed 
the insignia, which, borne in state, 
were placed on embroidered cushions 
on a table near the thrones. Shortly 
afterwards shouts again rent the air 
outside the cathedral, mingled with 
the boom ing of guns, the pealing of 
bells, and the swelling tones of the na- 
tional am hem, all announcing the ap- 
proach of the czar and czarina. At 10 
o'clock their majesties entered the 
church, and as they did BO the guards 
about the dais and on the steps salu- 
ted with their swords. 


A Charming Scene. 


The cznr was in the uniform of the 


Preobrajiinsky regiment. The czarina 
was attivd in a silver-corded gown, 
with a red sash across her breast. 
Their majesties were preceded by the 
uietropol tans bearing a cross, holy 
water anil a sacred icon. Both ascend- 
ed the stops of the iconostas unattend- 
ed and kissed the sacred icons on either 
side of the royal doors. Then, attend- 
ed by a brilliant throng of generals, 
they turned from the iconostas and 
mounted the dais, where they stood in 
front of the thrones. The czarina wa« 
bare headed, and two curls fell upon 
her neck. Her cheeks were flushed with 
excitement and she looked charmingly 
beautiful 
The scene was one that 


would ha ve delighted an artist. Every- 
thing was in absolute harmony and 
the effect was magnificent. The gor- 
geous cathedral, the red covered tri- 
bunes filled with uniformed men on 
one si de nnd ladies in gowns of blue, 
red, green and yellow on the other, the 
gold and purple dais, the rich balda- 
chin und*>r which the czar and czarina 
stood fa< ing the picture laden iconos- 
tas, crowded before which in golden 
robes and jeweled mitres were the 
clergy, made a scene that will never 
be forgotten by those who witnessed it. 


Recited the Creed. 


The metropolitan then held the 


prayer book while his majesty In a 
voice that was everywhere audible in 
the church recited the creed, all those 
present < rossing themselves as he did 
BO. The metropolitan of St. Peters- 
burg then blessed the czar and czarina, 
both humbly bowing their heads. 
After the blessing the metropolitan, 
who is an old white-bearded ecclesias- 
tic, read an epistle from the Gospels in 
a feeble voice. Two metropolitans and 
their aic?es then assisted the czar to 
adorn tin; imperial mantle. His majesty 
then assumed the gorgeous diamond 
collar of the sovereign of the order of 
St. Andrew, as he did so the aged 
metropolitan said: "In the name of the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost, amen." 


Autocrat of All the Russia*. 


The metropolitan of St. Petersburg 


then blessed the crown and handed it 
to the czar, who firmly placed it 
upon his head 
He then grasped in 


his right hand the sceptre, of state and 
in his left the orb of the empire, all 
present bowing and crossing them- 
selves. < rowed and holding the sceptre 
of a mighty empire the autocrat of all 
the Eussias stood the cynosure of all 
eyes. The thundering of guns and the 
deep clanging of many bells gave tha 
signal outside that the coronation of 
the czar was an accomplished fact. 
The word spread everywhere and men 
everywhere crossed 
themselves and 


prayed for "Badwshka." St. Peters- 
burg and the remote parts of the empire 
were in touch with 
Moscow, and 


throughout the 
Russian dominions 


prayer uscended for the "great white 
czar." 
Crowned HU Wife and Tenderly Kiued Her 


The emperor took his seat upon his 


throne, still holding the sceptre fad, 


orb. 
Then placing'these emblems of 


power on a table he arose and turned 
to the czarina, who knelt before him 
on a velvet cushion, and placed on her 
head her own crown. He bent over 
and spoke to her and then took her 
hand and assisted her to rise. He 
tenderly kissed her, after which they 
both took their seats on their thrones. 
An archdeacon then proclaimed the 
many titles of the czar. The czarina 
serene and calm, and beloved by her 
adopted people, sat beside her august 
hnsband, whose throne she will beau- 
tify. Strong in innocence and womanly 
power she will be a potent factor to 
sustain him. Never was a queen more 
queenly, nor a woman more womanly, 
and the woman and wife predominate 
despite her regalness. 


A Moving Bight. 


After the crowning of the czarina 


the ch~ir sang the "SalvumFae Mari." 
While the singing was going on the 
dowager empress went to her son and 
kissed him fonr times and whispered 
something to him. She then kissed 
the czarina twice. The tears of the 
dowager czarina were near the sur- 
face. It was certainly a moving sight 
to witness the affectionate greetings 
which emphasized the domestic and 
sweet side of the imperial family. The 
immediate members of the czar's family 
also kissed him and the czarina. These 
greetings occupied twenty minutes, af- 
ter which the emperor's prayer was 
said by the Metropolitan of St. Peters- 
burg, who subsequently blessed the 
imperial couple. The services pro- 
gressed with singing and prayers, 
the emperor standing. 


The Closing Scenes. 
""" 


* The czar entered the iconostes, wher« 
no women are allowed to enter, the 
doors ware closed and he partook of 
the communion. In five minutes the 
doors were opened and through them 
the czar could be seen kissing the 
metropolitans. The empress partook 
of the communion standing at an open- 
ing in the iconostas. Both then again 
ascended the dais and kissed 
the 


dowager czarina, who advanced to 
meet them. The metropoltan of St. 
Petersburg then mounted the dais 
bearing a jewelled cross, which the 
czar and czarina kissed. Finally the 
imperial couple emerged 
from the 


Cathedral of the Annunciation and 
walked to the Eed Stairs amid the 
frantic cheering of the multitude.

LIGHT WITHOUT WIRES. 


Teal a Perfects His Vacuum Tnbe for Elec- 


trical Lighting. 


New York, May 27.—The Electrical 


Review in its last issue announced by 
authority that Nikola Tesla had per- 
fected his vacuum tube system of elec- 
tric lighting without wires, the possi- 
bilities of which he first brought to 
public notice about five years ago in a 
lecture before the American Institute 
of Electrical engineers. This light is 
whiter, more brilliant and more in- 
tense than the arc light and is pro- 
duced with much smaller amount ol 
electrical energy. A laborator photo- 
graph has teen made by means of this 
light with an exposure of only two sec- 
onds. The detail in the photograph is 
remarkably fine. Tesla further states 
that his apparatus has been greatly 
simplified and he will soon have it 
ready for practical use.

rect—Platt, He Saja, Is Only Fnr- 


nilhins Campaign Ammunition 


for th« Democrat*. 


New York, May 27.—Former senator 


Warner Miller has given out the fol- 
lowing statement to the press: "My 
attention has been called to a state- 
ment in the Buffalo Express of Tues- 
day of last we,ek, purporting to be my 
views upon the political situation in 
the state. I only returned to the city 
last night, and then saw the Buffalo 
Express for the first time. The state- 
ment is substantially correct, with two 
or three exceptions. It says that I 
stated that I was for McKinley. I 
stated that I was for McKinley after 
Morton. It also stated that one half 
or more of the New York delegates 
would be for McKinley. I did say that 
one-half, or more, of the delegates 
\v ould be for McKinley after Morton. 
i did say that I considered the attack 
upon McKinley by some leading repub- 
licans in this state was outrageous, 
and I repeat that statement. Mr. 
Platt in the papers of yesterday re- 
turned to his attack upon McKinley 
'as a dangerous and misleading candi- 
date." My opinion regarding MeKin- 
ley as a candidate and an honorable 
man has been fully stated by myself 
and need not be repeated here. But, 
Mr. Platt adds that 'the organization 
will make the stoutest fight it ever 
made for the republican ticket this 
fall.' If McKinley is nominated it will 
take all the time from June to Novem- 
ber for Mr. Platt to explain to the peo- 
ple of the country why he supports the 
candidate he has denounced as incom- 
petent and not fit for the office of 
president. 


He Clave No Pledge. 


"Platt has all the democratic papers 


now howling at McKinley and repeat- 
ing his criticisms of McKinley. The 
principal campaign documents of the 
democratic party will be the publica- 
tion of the denunciations already made 
by Platt against MeKinley. Platt in 
his criticism of my course as set forth in 
my interview of the 15th inst. says 
that I was the first to pronounce for 
Gov. 
Morton at the Depew dinner. 


This statement by Platt demands that 
I should state some things which tran- 
spired at the meeting and previous to 
it. It matters not whether I was the I 
first to pronounce for Gov. Morton at 
that dinner or not. The fact is that 
two or three other gentlemen spoke in 
favor of the candidacy of Gov. Morton 
before I gave any expression to my 
views. 
Further, a short time before 


going to that dinner I met Platt at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel where we were both 
living, I said to him that it had been 
reported to me that if the meeting de- 
cided to make a candidate of Gov. Mor- 
ton that we would be expected to give 
a pledge to vote for Gov. Morton first, 
last and always, whether there was 
any hope of nominating him or not, 
and said that I would give no such 
pledge. That I would support Gov. 
Morton squarely and honestly so long 
as there was any possibility or proba- 
bility of his nomination, but, after 
that would take such action as I 
thought best in ray judgment. 


Has Injured Morton's Chances. 


"Now it is a well known fact among 


all people who have taken the pains to 
be informed upon this matter that Mr. 
Platt has always contemplated tho pos- 
sibility of being compelled to take 
some other candidate than Mr. Morton. 
During the past few months whenever 
the candidacy of Gov. Morton has been 
discussed it has been admitted that it 
would be impossible to secure enough 
delegates outside of the state to nomi- 
nate him at the beginning and that the 
only possible hope or chance of nomi - 
nating him was that, if there came a 
dead lock in the convention. New York 
could secure enough votes from those 
who supported other candidates to 
make his nomination possible. Under 
these circumstances I submit that no 
friend of Gov. Morton's candidacy 
would attack any other candidate, 
thereby rendering it impossible in case 
of a dead lock for us to secure any 
of the votes of the candidates thus at- 
tacked. The true policy of the dele- 
gates from New York was to treat 
every other candidate with courtesy 
and fairness, for in no other way could 
we hope for any consideration from 
them. Mr. Platt by his vicious attacks 
upon McKinley has made it absolutely 
impossible under any circumstances for 
any of the friends«of McKinley in the 
convention to come to the support of 
Gov. Morton." 


Platt Severely Arraigned. 


The balance of Mr. Miller's state- 


ment is a severe arraignment of Mr, 
Platt and his political methods. He 
bays that Mr. Platt talks a great deal 
about the regular organization and 
what it would do, as though he were 
the organization, when, in fact, there 
is but one republican organization in 
the state, and that-must be controlled 
by the republican voters, and no man 
should be able to say that he controls 
it. If McKinley is nominated for 
president, Mr. Miller says, the party 
in this state will demand that the 
members of the state committee be 
honestly and earnestly in favor of hi« 
election. This is a most important 
matter, Mr. Miller ' declares, and he 
promises to take occasion later 1 o call 
attention to it. Referring to the last 
legislature, 
Mr. Miller says that 


while its personnel was as good as we 
have had for a long time, and there 
were many independent men in it, but 
a majority of them were compelled 
through fear of Platt to support meas- 
ures which should not have been 
passed.

He read the statement of the treasury 
when the total current debt was set 
down as 8299,000. He wanted to know 
if that was the entire indebtedness, or 
whether there were other iterms of in- 
debtedness. 
E!e then turned to tho 


schelule 
of permanent 
funds 
of 


the boards and asked: "Are these 
all?" 
Waiting a moment very dra- 


matically for an answer, he read 
item twenty-four in Mrs. Stuart's will, 
whereby the two mission boards ara 
given joint shares in tho residue of 
her estate, the funds to be invested 
permanently by the boards. He also 
read the report of the two boards show- 
ing the receipt of 8610,000 at different 
times from the Stuart legacy. "No 
reference to these sums," he said, "ap- 
pears in the list of permanent funds; 
they are not listed anywhere in the re- 
port or assets. Where are they?'' He 
then showed that the interest due OB 
the sums received from the Stuart 
legacy to May 1, 1896, amounted to 
$375,000. "Who received this interest?" 
he asked. 
"Or, has it been received? 


If not received, who owes it? Whose, 
assets is it, and whose debt? What is 
the real condition of the Stuart legacy? 
What interest is it earning and where 
is it invested?" He then started to 
show that 8467,000 of the legacy was 
invested in the mission house. 


Could Not Shut Him Off. 


At the mention of the new mission 


house, Dr. John E. Davies jumped to 
his feet with an objection, stating that 
he had received pledges from Mr. Mc- 
Dougall that the matter of the mission 
house investment was not to be raised 
at this time. He called upon Elder 
McDougall to respect these pledges in 
the interest of peace. 
Dr. Davies' 


words were greeted with a long con- 
tinued demonstration of approval in 
the assembly. Elder McDougall faced 
the fire of applause without a tremor. 
He attempted to speak, but the ap- 
plause drowned his voice. Again he 
raised his hand; then the applause 
burst out anew. The moderator at- 
tempted to interfere, but Mr. MeDou- 
gall's voice was heard above the roar: 
"Have patience, Mr. Moderator, have 
patience." At length he continued, 
explaining that he was exercising t, 
duty as a commissioner, as he was 
sworn to do, to inquire into the de- 
tails of whatever came before him. 
He said: "No man has a monopoly of 
peace, and no man has a right to lec- 
ture another on peace. It is under- 
stood by some that I have grown kerns; 
but I look to this committee, as the 
people Of the Presbyterian church will 
look to it, to explain what has become 
of the Stuart legacy. The largest giv- 
ers in the Presbyterian church are 
waiting for your answer." Elder Mc- 
Dougall's speech was greeted with ap- 
plause. 


Unitarians in Session. 


Boston, May 27.—The seventy-first 


anniversary of the American Unitarian 
association was opened in Tremont 
temple yesterday with 1,000 people 
present from various parts of the 
country. 
Ex-Gov. Long, the president, 


was too ill to be present and Horace 
Wadlin presided and welcomed the 
guests in a brief speech.

Batchelor, the secretary, in his report 
stated that there are about 450 churches 
in the association and that the leaders 
in Unitarianism are in demand all 
over the country. 


FIFTY PEOPLE DROWNED. 


Crowded Traction Car Goes Through • 


Bridge at Victoria. 


I* Victoria, B. C., May 27.—One of th« 
largest of the Consolidated Railway 
company's cars crashed through Polnl 
Ellioe bridge while on its way to a 
sham battle at Macauley point in cele- 
bration of the queen's birthday yester- 
day afternoon, bsing at the time loaded 
to the roof with pleasure seekers. Be- 
tween fifty and sixty are drowned and 
not a quarter of this number have been 
recovered. The xvork of recovering the 
bodies is now systematically in hand, 
but is greatly retarded by the fact that 
the debris from the bridge has buried 
the fated car with its many occupants 
in twenty-five feet of water.

APPEALS TO THE PRESIDENT. 


SILVER IS THE ISSUE 


Prohibitionists Will Grapple with 


the Subject at Pittsburgh. 


CONVENTION OPENS THERE 
TO-DAY 


Bentley Insists on a White Metal Plonk 


and Woman Suffrage—Levering Will 


Content To No Other iHne 


Than Prohibition. 


Pittsburg, May 27,—Just before the 


meeting of the prohibition national 
convention to-day the chief issue to be 
raised was declared openly and with- 
out qualification by the loaders of the 
two wing-s of the party. Each of the 
chief candidates for nomination wasj 
soBn 
by 
the 
United 
Press rep- 


resentatives this morning. Mr. Bent- 
ley of Nebraska, the so-called "broad- 
gauge" champion, declared that with- 
out-a free silver plank in the platform 
and1 an endorsement of woman suffrage 
he would not run on it. Mr. Levering 
of Maryland, the "narrow-gauge" man, 
asserted In equally positive terms that 
ho would not consent to be the cham- 
pion of the party unless the issue were 
confin«l to the one question of prohi- 
bition, leaving out all others, and ex- 
Gov. St. John of Kansas asserted that 
without positive declaration for free 
silver the party would not receive in 
any western state one-sixth of the sup- 
port it would otherwise claim. Collat- 
eral issues are being raised by the "re- 
form party," which held a meeting last 
evening and expects to exercise con- 
siderable influence on the convention. 
Prof. Seelye of Wcostcr, O., was elected 
permanent chairman of the national 
reform party, and H. iJ. Cole of Pitts- 
burg., permanent secretary. A commit- 
tee on resolutions was appointed. 


Prohibition First, Then Free Silver. 
Helen Gougar addressed the dele- 


gates of the new party. She scored 
both old parties, picturing "the apostle 
of protection" (McKinley) dramatically 
as plating the first sheet of tin at Piqua, 
and characterizing him as the dema- 
gogue leader who planned the whole 
tin mill scheme for the deception of 
voters, the great Tenescal mine, which 
the tariff was to benefit, having subse- 
quently been sold for $5 and a mule. 
She claimed that the foreign syndicate 
saloon was the cradle of both the re- 
publican and the democratic parties, 
and that national policies were domi- 
nated by rum-bred voters. The only 
hope for the country, she said, in her 
opinion, was first in prohibition and 
then in free silver; and the sooner 
both were allied the better for every 
one. 
She held that the currency had 


been contracted in the face of increas- 
ing population and enlarging business. 
"Scarce dollars," she said, "make dear 
dollars, and dear dollars make cheap 
produce, low wages and idleness. Idle- 
ness made poverty and vice and 
crime; and the United States was the 
most criminal nation on the face of the 
earth. The motto of-the prohibition 
party was: *No liquor, no licker, no 
dicker.' 
The party,'1 she continued, 


"was pronounced dead and buried 
every four years, but its powers of 
resurrection were the wonder and ad- 
miration of partisans." 


Substance of tho Platform. 
' 


Mrs. 
Gougar declared that a vast 


number of prohibitionists had come to 
the conclusion that it was as necessary 
for people to get something to eat as 
to be prevented from drinking, and 
that plenty of money was as essential 
as closed saloons. 
When delegates 


were kept away from a prohibition 
convention by gold bug, sound money 
Cleveland-Mammon-Carlisle - Sherman- 
McKinley rings, it was time to make 
declarations broad enough to include 
woman suffrage, land, money and pro- 
hibition. Mrs. Gougar had her audi- 
ence with her and evoked enthusiasm. 
The platform of the convention pledges 
the new party to free coinage at the ra- 
tio of 16 to 1, and embodies the dele- 
gates certificates, which form the fun- 
damental planks of the platform.
